2. Claims 7, 10, 41-43, 49, 51, 58-60, and 64-68 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: regarding claim 41, 
the primary reason for the allowance of the claims is due to the arguments presented in the 
Appeal brief filed on April 9, 2009 as well as discussion with SPEs Ha Hguyen and Tom 
Thomas that the prior art does not include providing a means for maintaining said plurality of 
said second ends in substantially fixed positions with respect to each other as claimed. Since 
claims 7, 10, 42-43, 49, 51, 58-60 and 64-68 depend from claim 41, they also have allowable 
subject matter.
